At His Majesty's 

Modern realism in the drama has 
all but eradicated a most colorfiil 
branch of that art.. tlie intense charac- 
teriiation ^ almost pantomimic— pre- 
sentatipn^of^eply mystical' )6rè, in a 
vein t^^^pUy emphatic and sug- 
gestive. "Yoohe Kalb" is a retrogres- 
sion to this latter attribute. It is re- 
plete with every device of thfr old 
stage, ■R'lth its oyer-acttog, its love of 
gestiure, its soliloquy, . its very realistic 
settings] and ' its . yeaning. ' towards 
melodrama. It is a welcome) retro- 
gression; under direction that, was ex- 
ceptitmally;.] capable, /this play.'; was 
transformÎB^vinto .the most^fitvns!; eve- 
ning'pf entertainment ithat~'has been 
seen iiere for many, seasons past; and 
its comedy relief was studied ànd op- 
portune. 

"Yoaho Kalb" portrays a life that 
was peculiar to a particular division of 
of the Jews in Central Europe, known 
as Chassidism. it was a life that was 
fanatically devoted to religion, with 
an imquestlonlng acceptance of thé 
"writings" as interpreted by the "wise 
men" of each town. The hamlets, in 
popr communicatloi^ with their neigh? 
ix>rs. becdme'little worlds of their own, 
under temporal and spiritual rule' of 
the rabbi or "wise man." The Chas- 
sidlm of these towns;- living and study- 
ing together in the court of the RabU, 
developed mannerisms and foibles of 
their ovn which betray them to the 
modern individual unmistakably. The 
play "Yoshe Kalb" presents a cross- 
seotlon of the life in one of thèse 
Ohassidic.. cbmihutiities. : : ; ' . ; 

The life of » group of towiispeople 
is of interest to a theatrical audience 
only when there are offered details 
that will be reminiscent, or humom-- 
ously typical. This play offers ' bo>th 
types. The scenes depicting the chas- 
sidim lh their vai-ying moods, whether 
angry,, or indifferent, or in almost fan- 
'atlcol ecstasy, their fantastic dances, 
their ' shaUiy clothes, thàfr ' Unkenipt 
beards, all created an atmosphere that 
ushered in the special characteri'of

"Ever since I was 
five' yean old. I've been bounchig 
around a court, I guess. 1; first 
came Into national prominence around 
1916 when Mary Browne arid 1 won 
the National Mixed Doubles Tourna- 
ment. I was about nineteen then. 
Previous to that I had played a lot 
of tennis at Oermantown .Academy 
and latèr at the UnlVerisity of Pen- 
nsylvania. 

"No" he responded, to the next 
query, "I was never very proficient 
at any other sport. Of course, I used 
to diUy and- dally with practically 
every game, but teniiis seemed to be 
more in my line. You know, I've 
only known two top-flight tennis play- 
ers who were successful in other sports. 
One was Mary Brown -and 
was Norman Brookes, ma. 
golf chompionshipB in theh* respective 
countries. I've known several natural 
athletes who played tennis, like Barry 
Wood of Harvard for InsUnee, but ho 
wasn't one of the reals." 

"Yes," he continued, "my constant 
tennU diet does get monotonous.

New Penetrating 
Ray Discovered 

Los Angeles.— A stream of neutronf 
which approaches, the Intensity of an 
x-ray and which la the most pene- 
trating thing known has been produc- 
ed by the University of California 
radiation laboratory. 

Tlirough disintegrating the deutons 
hurled against metal at the tremen- 
dous velocity of 3,000,000 volts, the 
laboratory technicians have thus 
bro ughii l a^a ija a mashlng out into the 
opei^^'î3e*raS'*'tiiiie., The deutons 
are nuclei of the newly found heavy 
hydrogen and neutronli peculiar new 
particles of matter which have no 
electrical charge. 

While the practical significance of 
the ray remains to be determined it 
is believed that science has been pro- 
vided with an amazing new total for 
the work of nuclear disintegration and 
other laboratory purposes. 

Now, at the rate of 10,000,000 a sec- 
ond, the Invisible little "billiard balls" 
termed neutrons" come streaming out 
of the university's huge disintegration 
machine and the . stream can be di- 
verted to other nearby places in the 
laboratory to be used where its effects 
can be observed more readily.
